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The following proposed amendments to the NCCC By-Laws have been 
submitted to me by petition from the following nine full members: 
W60AT, W6SZN, N6TV, KSKLY, K6HNZ, WORGG, K6X0, N6éRO, and Ké6RU. 
Pursuant to the present NCCC By-Laws, these amendments are to be 
voted-on at the next regular club meeting by a quorum of the Full 
Membership: 


Article III Section 7 (new section to be added) 
Any person desirous of reinstatement to full membership 
shall make payment of prorated dues and be approved by the 
Board of Directors or may go through the regular new 
membership procedure outlined in Sections 3 and 4. 


Article ILI Section 6 (to replace the present section) 
Notwithstanding the other provisions of the By-Laws, 
continuing full membership shall be contingent upon active 
contest participation and good operating procedures. The 
qualifications of any member may be reviewed by the Board of 
Directors and reported at any regular membership meeting. 
Any member may be denied continuing membership upon: 


1. Recommendation by the Board of Directors 
Ze An announcement in the Jug, and 
a. A vote to deny continued membership by two-thirds 


of those present at the next regular meeting. 


Article VIII Section 1 (to replace the present section) 
Full Members, Associate Members, and Full-time Students 
shall pay annual dues as set by the Board of Directors each 
year. Dues are due 1 July each year. 


Article VII (to replace the present article) 
All amendments to the By-Laws shall require ai written 
petition toa the Secretary and have the signatures of at 
least five Full Members. A copy of the proposed amendment 
and a ballot shall be mailed to the eligible members. The 
Secretary shall specify a date not less than 30 days nor 
more than 75 days after the mailing by which the ballots 


must be received. A two-thirds affirmative vote of the 
ballots received shall be required for acceptance of the 
amendment.
